IMPORT DUTY REFUND ON 
ETHNOCULTURAL COSTUMES 


The Minister of State for 
Multiculturalism, the Honour¬ 
able Norman Cafik, and the 
Honourable Tony Abbott, the 
Minister of National Revenue, 
are pleased to announce that 
Tariff Item 97012-1 pertaining 
to the import of costumes by 
ethnocultural organizations has 
become operative and is retro¬ 
active to April 1 1,1 978. 

The Tariff Item provides for 
a drawback of 99% of the import 
duty to recognized ethnocultural 
organizations who have imported 
costumes from outside Canada. 
It is acknowledged that often 
specialized craftsmen and unique 
materials not available in Canada 
are required for costumes which 
contribute to the artistic excel¬ 
lence of folkloric activities. The 
customs duty payable on such 
costumes can place a financial 
burden on non-profit organiza¬ 
tions. 

Those eligible for drawback 
must be voluntary, non-profit 
ethnocultural groups constituted 
exclusively for the purpose of 
preserving their cultural heritage 


and sharing that heritage with 
other Canadians. 

To obtain the drawback, 
ethnocultural organizations must 
make application through the 
Customs and Excise Branch of 
the Department of National 
Revenue, which processes all 
claims—

In circumstances where the 
ethnocultural organization is 
not the direct importer, but 
instead purchases costumes from 
a Canadian business which is the 
importer, the ethnocultural or¬ 
ganization may still make appli¬ 
cation for drawback. This re¬ 
quires that the organization ob¬ 
tain a completed “K32A Certifi¬ 
cate of Importation, Sale or 
Transfer” from the importer. 
Blank copies of these certificates 
are available from the Customs 
and Excise Division, Tariff Re¬ 
lief Programs, of the Department 
of National Revenue.

Through his experiments 
with the use of nitrogen, phos¬ 
phorus and potassium he has 
been able to grow crops five 
times greater than they have 
been able to grow previously in 
such areas, thereby increasing 
tlje supply of much-needed grain 
in underprivileged countries. 

His slides showed the differ¬ 
ence in crops as a result of 
fertilizers.

It would seem that interest 
in Hawaiian vacations by mem¬ 
bers of the Norwegian clan 
stems from the exploits of Thor 
Heyerdahl, the explorer, who 
travelled by raft from South 
America to Tua Motu, one of 
the eastern Polynesian islands. 

Thor Heyerdahl, following his 
theory that there was a connec¬ 
tion between the Polynesian 
race and South American Indi¬ 
ans, set out to discover the 
capabilities and limitations of 
the Inca balsa raft used by the 
ancient people. 

He contended that, with their 
skill in navigation and boat¬ 
building, it would have been 
possible to sail from America to 
the Polynesian islands 1,000 
years prior to the dates previous¬ 


ly set. 

After serving with the Royal 
Norwegian Airforce, he proved 
his point. He built the Kon Tiki 
of Inca balsa poles and wood, 
and with a crew of five he 
sailed from Peru, making the 
4,300-mile trip to Tua Motu in 
101 days. 

He made a further trip to the 
Polynesian islands ir 178, at 
the age of 63, on a sa raft, 
this time to prove the theory 
that there was a connection 
between the Haida Canadian 
west coast Indians and the 
Polynesians. 

It seems to be in the blood of 
Norwegians to go back year 
after year to Hawaii, although in 
this day and age they fly (it's 
quicker).

2 tbsp. onion, finely minced 
1 cup cooked carrots cubed 

small (optional) 

5 tbsp. vinegar, or more 
1/2 to % cup heavy cream 
1 hard cooked egg, sliced 
1 hard cooked egg, white and. 
yolk chopped separately 

Wash herrings, cut off heads, 
soak in cold water for 10 to 12 
hours. Skin and bone them, use 
the fillets only. Dry and cut into 
small bits. 

Mix together potatoes, beets, 
veal, pickle and apples, saving 
1/3 cup of the beets to be used 
for garnishing. Add salt if need¬ 
ed. Add pepper, onion, and 
carrots if desired. When all is 
tossed together, pour vinegar 
and sugar and part of the cream 
into the salad and mix, but do 
not mash the ingredients. If the 
salad seems moist enough to eat 
without further dressing, do not 
add all the cream. 

Salad should be a firm, spicy 
mass, not too wet and not too 
tart. The cream takes on the 
colour of the beets, as do all the 
other ingredients. 

This salad should be prepared 
at least 4 hours before serving. 

When ready to serve, unmold 
on large serving platter; garnish 
with saved beets, finely minced, 
sliced hard-cooked egg, and sec¬ 
ond egg chopped separately. 

Parsley is laid around platter; 
sometimes watercress is used. 
Serves 6. 

RIPA ELLER FASAN 
(Wood Grouse or Pheasant) 

You Will Need— 

6 young wood grouse, or 
2 pheasants 

8 to 10 slices (V2 lb.) bacon 
2 ‘A tsp. salt 
1 lemon 

3 medium-sized carrots cut 
in half 

1 V2 cup butter 

2 ‘/2 cups stock and milk if 
needed 

3 to 4 tbsp. flour 
IV2 cups heavy cream 
Black or red currant jelly 

Clean, wipe with dampened 
cloth, and truss each grouse or 
pheasant. 

If fowl are not very young, 
tie heavy slices of bacon over 
breasts. 

Rub salt and lemon on the 
inside and outside. Put V2 carrot 
into each bird. 

A heavy iron or cast alumi¬ 
num covered pan should be used. 

Melt butter in pan and saute 
grouse until brown all over. Add 
stock; cover, leaving a little open¬ 
ing for steam to escape and allow 
to cook slowly. Giblets may be 
added, particularly the livers. 

Simmer birds lVz to 2 hours 
or more according to age. Baste 
carefully and add stock or milk 
if needed. Turn the birds from 
time to time. When tender, re¬ 
move from pan and keep hot. 

Mix flour to a smooth paste 
with a part of the cream; add the 
remaining cream to gravy in 
pan. Allow to boil, stir in the 


smooth flour paste and let gravy 
thicken. If not perfectly smooth, 
strain. 

Mash the cooked livers and 
allow them to remain in gravy. 

Carve in the same manner as 
chickens. 

Pour gravy over the birds, 
heat thoroughly, and serve on 
a large platter, sending more 
gravy to table in gravy boat. 

Black or red currant jelly 
should be served with these, ac¬ 
companied by boiled potatoes 
and a green salad. 

Serves 6. 


SVAMP OCH BONOR 
(Mushrooms and Beans) 

You Will Need— 

1 lb. fresh mushrooms, sliced 

thin 

2 tbsp. butter 

1/2 cup sweet, heavy cream 
1 tsp. salt 

1/8 tsp. pepper, if desired 
1 lb. small, green string beans 
Water 
1 tsp. sugar 

Clean mushrooms, melt 
1 tbsp. butter in a pan and 
saute them. Add the cream gra¬ 
dually, then cover and allow to 
simmer on a low flame for 10 
minutes. Season with V2 the salt 
and if desired, add a little pepper. 
Keep mushrooms hot. 

Wash and string the beans 
and cook in slightly salted water 
for about 10 or 15 minutes, or 
until they are tender. Cut them 
in half unless they are in tiny 

in half unless they are the tiny 
French beans. Drain off the 
water, add remaining salt, sugar 
and butter. Stir over flame to 
heat. 

Pile string beans in center of 
dish and pour mushrooms around 
them. 

Serves 6 to 8 with roast meat.

(Layer Cake with Whipped Cream) 

You Will Need— 

1 cup butter 
1 tsp. salt 

1 tsp. almond extract 
2 - 2/3 cups sugar 
6 egg yolks, well beaten 
6 tsp. baking powder 
5 - 1/3 cups flour 
1 V2 cups milk 
6 egg whites, beaten stiff 
Jelly 

Whipped Cream 
Vanilla 
Angelica 
Glace Cherries 

Combine butter, salt and 
flavoring extract. Add sugar 
gradually and cream together 
thoroughly. Add egg yolks and 
stir well. 

Sift baking powder and flour 
together and add alternately 
with the milk to the creamed 
mixture until smooth. 

Fold egg whites carefully into 
mixture until well blended. 

Bake in 6 or 7 thin layers, 9 
in. in diameter, in a moderate 
oven (350 deg. F.) 

When layers are cool, spread 
with red currant or gooseberry 
jelly, top with flavoured whip¬ 
ped cream and decorate with 
angelica and glace cherries.

In response to the plea in the 
November issue of the Scandina¬ 
vian Centre News, allow me to 
present the following thoughts 
about our Centre. 

When the proposal of a Centre 
was put forward some twenty 
years ago, there was quite a bit 
of enthusiasm and a lot of 
dreams about what this concept 
should encompass. 

Shares were sold, and the 
present building was built. There 
was debt, to be sure, and the 
building was unfinished, but it 
was a beginning, and great things 
were to follow .... Scandinavian 
Shopping Centre, Senior Citi¬ 
zens’ Centre, cultural facilities 
for the Scandinavian Commun¬ 
ity, recreation facilities, Library, 
etc. 

In the meantime the econo¬ 
mic conditions in Alberta in 
general, and in Edmonton parti¬ 
cularly, changed drastically. Pro¬ 
sperity arrived! People had spare 
money and their spending pat¬ 
terns changed. While people in 
the sixties were quite satisfied to 
go to a modest function in rented 
facilities, the people of the mid¬ 
dle seventies wanted plush faci¬ 
lities with all amenities. The 
hotel industry adapted very 
quickly to this with improved 
facilities, while we at the Scandi¬ 
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navian Centre were left behind 
struggling to make money for 
our cultural expansion. 

Thanks to hard work by a 
few individuals the building was 
finished, the debt was paid off, 
the Centre was making a modest 
profit, and everybody relaxed 
waiting for somebody to wave a 
magic wand and realize the rest 
of our dreams. 

There was a feeling that some¬ 
thing should be done, but what 
and in which direction nobody 
seemed to know — and years 
went by while various ideas were 
discussed and discarded. 

As the enthusiasm for the 
Centre wore off, volunteer help 
became non-existent. The Centre 
became a hall rental business on 
a purely commercial basis. A 
high turnover of managers did 
not help, and slowly it became a 
losing proposition. So the cry 
went up: We must expand our 
hall facilities - we must have more 
space to rent! 

The Board, its back against 
the wall, decided (reluctantly, I 
am glad to hear) that revenue 
had to take precedence. A de¬ 
cree went out that henceforth 
all Scandinavian groups — the 
people who built the Centre for 
their own use — would be pay¬ 
ing the same rent for use of the

I really like Ninna Campbell’s 
suggestion for the design of a 
new Centre! 

I don’t think that this is be¬ 
cause I am of Icelandic descent, 
but rather that one gets tired of 
looking at boxes in the city 
scene — even if they vary in 
height or width or have interest¬ 
ing decor within. 

I think her design is distinctly 
Scandinavian and would be a 


silent witness to all passers-by, 
as well as to those who entered 
the building. 

In addition there would be 
tremendous scope for the parti¬ 
cipating Scandinavian societies, 
fulfilling their needs for meeting 
rooms, banquets, receptions, 
dancing, etc. 

I trust that this unique, and 
perhaps daring, plan is not 
scrapped, but instead, developed! 


facilities as everyone else — 
temporary, of course. 

Is expanding our hall facili¬ 
ties the answer? I believe not. 

This solution reminds me of 
the story about Pool and Bill 
who went into business together. 
They acquired a half-ton truck, 
bought a load of apples, took it 
to the market and sold the 
apples for the same amount of 
money they had paid. This went 
on for some time, and one day 
Poul said to Bill: “We aren’t 
making any money.” Bill said: 
“I’ve noticed — what we need is 
a bigger truck.” 

Can we still realize our dream 
of a great Scandinavian Centre in 
Edmonton? I believe we can if 
the Scandinavian Community is 
behind the idea, and we go 
about it in the right way! 

Someone ought to study the 
operation of the Danish Club in 


Calgary, Despite the fact that 
there are three Danish restaur¬ 
ants in Calgary, it is next to 
impossible to get a table for 
lunch or supper at the Club, and 
rumour has it that their biggest 
problem is what to do with the 
money they are making. 


Sig Sorenson says the first 
thing we must do is set the 
objective — what do we really 
want in a Scandinavian Centre 
facility? I think most people 
have an idea of what they would 
like to see — meeting facilities 
for each group, facilities for our 
young people, restaurant and 
lounge facilities, banquet facili¬ 
ties,games rooms, reading room, 
audio-visual facilities, perhaps a 
swimming pool. A place where 
we would be proud to take our 
friends and guests on various 
occasions, be it for lunch, sup¬ 
per, or simply a cup of coffee in 
a relaxing atmosphere. A place 
where we are able to get differ¬ 
ent types of Scandinavian food 
and not be limited to the usual 
steak, or steak and lobster vari¬ 
ety so prevalent in Edmonton 
restaurants. 

The problem is — how do we 
get these facilities? First we must 
realize that the various facilities 
for our member groups will have 
to be heavily subsidized. And 
so they should be. These facili¬ 
ties should be the benefit that 
we, as shareholders, get from a 
professionally managed, well run 
commercial enterprise. 

This brings us to the second 
point: How big a commercial 
enterprise will it take to finance 
the cultural amenities we would 
like to have? 

Thirdly, can we do it? I en¬ 
vision an investment of several 
millions of dollars. Do we have 
the ability to sell this idea to 
present and future shareholders? 
Is it possible to finance this? 

I was heartened to read point 
7 of Eileen Peterson’s comments 
in “Another Perspective” in 
which she outlines the Board’s 
thinking at the present time and 
glad to see that a feasibility 
study is underway. I was less 
enthused by the phrase “so that 
we know what we can afford”. 

What if the study shows we 
cannot afford it? Are we going 
to leave it at that? Say goodbye 
to our dreams and simply give 
up? 

What we must do is decide 
what we need of commercial 
enterprise to generate enough 
profit to make the Centre viable. 
When we know the cost of this 
we must find ways and means of 
financing. We must be willing to 
take a certain risk in order to 
attain our goal. Only losers say 
it can’t be done! 

Enclosed is my idea of what 
could be done. To make the 
suggested building profitable it 
must be on a suitable location 
accessible by the transit system.

The car rental cheque costs 
$40.00 for one day with 200 
miles free mileage. Cars can be 
rented and dropped off in over 
100 cities and 32 airports.

It costs $194.00 
and is valid 15 days for up to 10 
trips between any of Sweden's 
32 airports.

On January 24th Horst A. 
Schmid, Minister of Culture for 
Alberta, officially opened the 
Visual Arts Department at 
Beaver House, which contains a 
new temperature-controlled gal¬ 
lery, administration offices, and 
workshop space on two levels. 

As part of their first exhibi¬ 
tion pictures and other art forms 
were used to display the history 
of the Department from 1946 
to the present time. 

Artists who had previously 
worked in the Department were 
special guests and came from 
many western areas. 

I had occasion to speak to 
Olle Holmsten, a Swede, who is 
presently an instructor in sculp¬ 
ture at the Southern Alberta 
Institute of Technology (SAIT) 
in Calgary. 

Music was provided by Carl 
Lotsburg who is a professional 
guitarist and lutist; he has 
studied with the Greek virtuoso, 
George Sakelleriou; Alice Artzt 
of New York; and John Mills of 
England. 

The visual arts promotion 
campaign was unveiled, and it 
includes a Hallmark for Alberta 
Art. This design will be used in 
many ways to help develop an 
awareness of Alberta art and 
artists. 

Three basic elements make 
up the Hallmark: the ‘A’ repre¬ 
sents Alberta, Art, Achievement, 
Acknowledgement, etc.; the tri¬ 
angle symbolizes stability, 
growth, and the three-part in¬ 
volvement of public, artist and 
government; the brush stroke 
represents the spontaneity and 
creativity which is the essence of 
artistic expression. 


During a tour of the work¬ 
shop facilities we saw several 
artists at work — ceramics, glass, 
metals,' drawing, painting, 
threads and silk screen studios. 
I was interested that so many of 
the looms were from Sweden. 

During the week of the Open 


House, planned activities con¬ 
cerning child art were held each 
afternoon. 

When art becomes acceptable 
and creditable, it will sell. It is 
towards this end that the Visual 
Arts Department is projecting 
its efforts.

basis to help reduce its present 
cost.

be quite sufficient, I think; ad¬ 
vertising could possibly cover 
the costs of part or all of it. 
However, if the majority prefer 
continuation of a monthly or 4 
times yearly publication I would 
concur with it.

. In regard to the cancella¬ 
tion of social events, if the 
price to attend the events spon¬ 
sored by the Scandinavian 
Centre and some of the ethnic 
groups was reasonable maybe 
more people could afford to 
attend.

. There is a need for the 


paper. If you did not spend the 
money on the paper you would 
spend it on something else 
which wouldn’t be as worth¬ 
while to the members. Why not 
give the paper away to all 
Scandinavians and then get more 
advertisements as the West End 
Examiner does?

We 
thought it would be an invest¬ 
ment but it turned out to be a 
fraud.

alternative.
